Gilbert and Sullivan are 
in need of material for a now oomio opera 
they may with advAntaRe turn their atten- 
tion to the laUnd of Formoga in the year of 
grace 1895, and utilizs facts for fiution. The 
latest news from thia infinli repablio (now 
filling its little grave) received hy the Em 
press of China yeatorday, reads like a atory 
book, but wore tho incidontB that make up 
Formoaan ourront history to bo presented aa 
the framework of a stace creation, there oan 
be DO doubt about it — thoy would bo laughed 
at as grotoeijuo impoaaibilitioa, 

Suoti a term oxiats not, however, in Iho 
vooibulary of tho Formo»an hero of tho 
hour— Billy Watora, of Victoria and San 
Francisco, puglliat and bar-room bouncer — 
the Honorablo William Waters, if you 
ploaBo, Minister of War and Vioe-Preaidont 
of the Republic of Formosa, 

True la tho aaying that while some aro 
born great and others achicvo greatness, 
there remain tho lucky few who have groat- 
neas thtmt upon them. Tho Hon. William 
Waters ornamcnta tho latter division. 

Ho waa until five or si;; years ago a tor- 
pedo inetruotor in the Britieh navy, and 
came to this station on H.M.S. Swifteure, 
on which bo won distinction an a boxer of 
considerable ability. Hia sphere of uaeful- 
noaa widened while the flagship was in port, 
and when bis time expired be signed off here 
to accept of the Inoratlve position of night 
bartender and bonnoer of the B»y 
View aaloon, a waterfront resort at 
that time tnuoh patronized by oft- 
timea diaorderly 'longshoremen. Waters 
then signed himself "professor of pugil- 
ism " and was ready to meet all comers in 
tho roped arena. Viotoria being too small a 
place for the natural expansion of his 
talents, he travelled to Helena, Tacoma and 
San Franoieco, taking part in a aeriea of 
fights, and subsequently appearing in Hono- 
lulu as tho " champion of tho Paolfio coast." 
Hong Kong next knew him by tho aamo 
proud title. Then came a blank in the 
reocrd of his fame. 

On the ."iOth of May last he arrived in 
Hongkong — not as Billy Waters, th."- cham- 
pion, but tho Honorable William Waters, 
Formosan minister of war and right sup- 
porter of the noble President Tang, whom 
his soaring destiny, had the republlo lived a 
little longer, might have compelled him to 
replace. 

His entry into the groat Engliah- 
Chineso city was in strong contrast witn his 
exib only a few montha before. Ho had 
left lb avoid the penalties of the vogranoy 
act ; be retnrned in all the glory ol an inde- 
scribable and magnificent uniform of his own 
deaigning, and he abaolntely declined to 
drink. He waa, it was explained by hia 
servitors, returning from Nanking, and aa 
bis private yacht, bo utilized the Chinese 
government transport Arthur, formerly the 
(jMB and now flying the German flag. Con- 
trary to hia oaatom he had nothing to aay 
to " them blokes " — the newspaper men. 

From the lips of his honorable secretary 
it was learned that the Honorable William 
bad goDO up to Nanking from Tameui to 
conduct important confidential and dlplo- 
roatio negotiations with the Viceroy Chang 
Chik-tung, on behalf President Tang and 
the Formoaan government. It was from 
thia aource that the matorittls of war wore 
obtained by Tang and his haaociatea, besidea 
the. large amount of money required to in- 
stitute and carry on tho republic for th9 
three montha and to offer resistanco to tho 
Japaneao occupation. 

" Billy is very mystorioua," aaya a wall- 
informed corroapondent, writing from 
Shanghai on June 1, "and unfortunately 
for the enlightenment of the world, ho is at 
present a atrict teetotaller — othorwiae every- 
thing would aoon bo made clear." 

Fur some days after hie arrival in Shang- 
hai Minister Waters was in constant oom- 
munioaiioD with the local officials, the 
Taotai and the Chinese onstoma authorities, 
with referoDoe to the despatch of a ateamer 
toEormosa, tho raising cf (nnda and tho 
puruhase of implementa of war. The pub- 
lication of the faot that a ateamer so laden 
waa to proceed to Formoaa appears to havo 
frustrated her mission for a time, for aho 
discharged her cargo at Shanghai and on 
June 1 had only tho money on board. 
There wore two high Ohincao oiliciala on 
board from Nanking, diaguisod aa ordinary 
traders accompanying Hon. Mr. Waters, 
but tho lattor'a authority was supreme and 
undieputod. Ho had unlimitod power to 
aob on behalf of tho Formosa ropublic, to 
charter ships and to raise and spend money, 
tho latter experience being aomething he 
had never before enjoyed in his varied and 
eventful career. 

Waters' connection with tho now-bom and 
short-lived republic dated back only a few 
montha, when ho obtained employment at 
tho Taipoh fu forta aa inatiuotor. It was hia 
puglliatio prowoaa that brought bim into 
proniinonoo. One night some Chineao man- 
dariana attempted to interfere unduly with 
Billy's prerogatives and the ex-puglliat 
promptly laid them out and handled their 
body goMd in the aame free and eaay fash- 
ion. Hia valne from a military point of 
view waa immediately reoognized by tho 
Governor. 

Billy, save Formosa," he aaid. 
Aye, aye, air," roplied the hero, and 
since that date Minister Waters has been 
master of the situation, ecjoying more of 
tho oonfidenoe of the Chinese power behind 
tho throne than even the nominal President 
Tang. 

There ia no cononahncnb at Shonshoi 
of the fact that tho Kopublio of Formoaa 
owed ita exifltonco to Chineao scheming and 



WILL BE BUILT. 

No Doubt That tho Pacific Cable Will Be Built 
by BrltlBh Oapilal-What An American 
Saya About 111. 

San Francisco, July 2.— Hngh Graig, 
Vioa-President of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, says from a thorough Investigation 

of the aubjeot ho la oonvinood that the 
Paoifio cable, which has been talked about 
for yeata, will be bnilt by British capital- 
ists. To the statement that Englishmen 
and Australians with Canadians d<>cided to 
undertake the work, ho added that tho 
difficulty of obtaining a mid-oooan station 
has been overcome. To avoid international 
complications a atation haa been dooided 
upon in latitude .3 north on Funning laland. 
The cable will be laid from Auckland, Now 
Zoaland, to Norfolk lelo.r.d, in the South 
Paoifio, a distance of -115 mllea. Tho aeoond 
Bootion of the cable will be from Noifolk 
laland to Fiji, a distanoo of J. 002 milea, the 
third to Fanning island, 1,715 milea, and 
tho fourth and largest aootion from Fanning 
laland to Vancouver, a distance of 3,212 
milea. Tho total length of thia cable would 
thua be C,:i74 milea, about throe timea as 
long aa lha ahorteat trana-Atluntio cablo. 
Tho eatimated coat of this oable from Auck- 
land to Vancouver will bo S7,5S5,000. This 
cable, aa ia propoaed, will be only one of a 
number of cables connecting with it in tho 
Southern hemisphere.

VANCOtrVKR, July 2.— A very aerioua 
stabbing afiray took pluoo last nighc in 
Vanoouver. D. Mrtodonuld und T. Suther- 
land, of WeBtinloBter, were oalobruting in 
Vanoouvflr. Thoy had enough liquor in 
them to be reoklees, and meeCinij a pi^rty of 
Japanese near the Avenue hotel thoy 
bantered them. The Japi^neso stood it for 
a while, but Maodouald and Sutherland were 
persistent in their rough oonduot) and hif;h 
words led to blows, until the Japaneao drew 
their short dirks and made a savage on 
slaught on their peraeoutora. Before they 
oould be stopped Maodonald bad reooivod 
■iz stabs and Sutherland four. Sutherland 
will probably reoover. Maodonald's oaee ia 
more serious, one atab penetrating the lung 
It is feared ho will not reoover. No arrests 
have been made, and the polioe seem to 
know little about the afifair. 

An Ideal day, a splendid oelebration, was 
bhe verdiot rendered by the visibtng thous 
ands yesterday. Tlie demonstration ooin 
mittee bos been overwheimod by oongratu 
lationc. Xbere was not a doll moment in 
the first day. It was merry making from 
early moming till midnigtit. The military 
review proved a big attraction and some six 
thousand people hurried to the eronnds at 
8:30 a.m. to witness the groat event. Much 
praise was boatowed upon (Jompanies 1, '2, 
and S, of the Ti,C. B G, A., while the perfeob 
drilling of the marines and blue jackets was 
enthuilaatically admired. The sports at 
Brockton Point were continued throughout 
the day, and in the evening Vancouver was 
transformed into a veritable fairyland. Th? 
decorations wore far ahead of previous 
years, and the illuminated parado on the 
Inlet was witnessed by thouaands of people, 
and was so artistioally beautifnl that it left 
nothing to be desired aa an ideal ending to 
an ideal day. 

The night was oool and oalm, the sky wiiii 
clear and starlit, the shores were ablaze 
with lanterns, and aa the illuminated eanoes 
moved around the war ships with their f iintas- 
tic decorations the effect on the dark waters 
of the harbor was piotaretqae in Clie ex- 
treme. Till eleven o'olook the Inlet was 
ablaze with light, melodious with musio, 
langhter and happy song, and then a pause; 
bu^ oloae to midnight, the air was again 
filled with martial mnaio. The soldier boys 
from the Capital were returning home. 
There w:)e a tons of sadness to the tunes, 
and the parting cheers for Vanoonver as the 
Islander moved a'vay from the wharf were 
so spontaneous, enthuaiaatio and vigorous 
that it disoloBod a happy feature of British 
Columbia oivlo celobratiooa. Thoy heip na 
to remember that wo are British Columbians 
and that we are bocoming a united people of 
unitdd province, each city proud of the 
other cities aa part of our own province, 
The second day, if poiaible, was a more per- 
fect day than the first. Summer attire waa 
donned with Impunity, and under aunny 
skies the day's sports commencod with the 
naval races on tba Inlet. The races were 
highly interesting, well contested and with 
the enthusiasm that only British tars can 
throw into amateur sport. 

There were nearly six thousand people at 
Brockton Point yesterday to witness the 
lacrosae match between Viotoria and Van- 
oouver. The game, though well played on 
both sides, was not evenly oontested. Vic- 
toria sadly misasd their senior players, two 
of the Collins, Morton, Eokhardt, Mao- 
nangbton and others, and in spite of all they 
oould do the game went sadly against them, 
By watching the game carefully, however, 
it ooald be seen that with another month's 
practice the team from the Capital could 
give a very different account of themselves. 
There U splendid material in tho team, but 
they may not be able to get into uniform 
working order in time to take a place thla 
season, although they will bo formidable 
next season. Viotoria'a defence waa strong, 
but the home waa weak. In the first part of 
the game the deoiiiona of one of the um- 
pires behind the fljtgs seemed uafavorablo to 
the Victoria team, The Victoria players 
are positive that they scored one game not 
allowed by the umpire, who stood in a 
position behind the flags so distant that he 
oonld not aoooratety jadge cloae scoring. 
Another time a game which tho Viotoria 
playera say waa not scored by Vancouver 
waa allowed. If these claimed errors on 
the umpire's part bad not been made, the 
score would hare stood much different.

William Ogilvle aud Party 'Will Win- 
ter Wliera It Gets Seveuty 
Below Zero. 



They Will Mark the Limit of Cana 
dian Territory Near Sixty 
Mile Creek- 



William Ogilvie, D.L.S., arrived from 
Ottawa on Monday night and is nb the 
Driard. He it on route to the northwest- 
ern corner of Canada borderiag on Alueka, 
the objeot of hia trip being to extend and 
mark onb the international boundary — the 
141ati meridian wesb of Greenwioli— both 
waya from wliere lb oroues the Yatcon river. 
He determined tiie point at the Yukon river 
in tiie winter of 1887 and 1888 by astrono 
mioal oluervation. The determination then 
made was afterwards verified by a party 
sent out by the U. S. Coast Survey, who 
spent the winters of 1889 and 1890 obtain- 
ing Bstronomioal observations. Their in- 
Btrumenta were mounted on the precise epot 
on whioh Mr. Ogilvio's had stood, 
and the result of their li^bors 
was to looate the Hist meridian 
a ahorb distance further wesb or down the 
river from whore the Canadiau established 
it. This Mr. Ogilvio had expected, as he 
believed that iu the event of any difl'erenco 
between his detertninution and any future 
one ib would b» in favor of Canada. He will 
extend the 1-4 Ub meridian southward from 
the Yukon river to the vicinity and south of 
Sixty Milo creek, on whioh important gold 
finds huve bcon made. The lino will be 
marked in such a manner that all who are 
interested will know whether they are in 
Ctbnada or in Alaxka. This is essential in 
the present condition of that country so aa 
to avoid international uopteasaatnoss, 
and to expedite the administration 
of justice and property. The line 
will alio ba produoed some distaooe 
north of the Yakon, as far aa It may be 
neoeasary to do so. This compriseB 160 
miles or more of work over a mountainous 
oonntryi pretty well olothed with timber 
and sornb. The party will have to do all 
their own tranaportlng, acting alternately 
as inrveyors and paokmen. 

Operations wiii be closed for tlie winter in 
Ootober, when qnarters wUI bj prepared, in 
whioh the men will " hibernate " so to speak. 
Mr. Ogllvie, however, will be basy taking 
asCrbnomioal, mngnetio and mcteorologicjkl 
observations. Extremely low temperatures 
may be expected in that region. In conse- 
quence Mr. Ogilvie has prepared himself 
to road them with a standard 
thermometer which he obtained from the 
meteorological cjtlice at Toronto. It records 
90 degrees below zero, though Mr. Ogilvie 
does not expect this will be reached, while 
temporaturos bordering on 70 degress bo- 
low are confidently bub nob hopefully 
looked for. Any other observationa of in- 
terest in connection with the country will 
aiao ba fully recorded, notably aurora. 

Aa Boon as the days have obtained suf- 
fioienb length for profitable employnient, say 
about the latter end of February, field 
operations will be resumed, transporting be- 
ing done un toboggans, several of which the 
party are taking with them. Ib is 
expected that the line aa far 
neoeasary will be marked beloca the 
snow disappean, and then the surveying of 
land oiaimsj of whioh several are already on 
file, will ba atteodad to, and any other work 
of importance in oonneetlon with the admin- 
istration of hnsineas In the oonntry will be 
examined into and reported on. Ifae party 
will probably leave the interior for the 
coast in September next year, and reach 
Victoria early In Ootober. The phototopo- 
graphioal snrvey of the conatry adjacent 
will bo carried on simultaneously with the 
boundary survey itself, so that not only the 
topography on the line of the boundary but 
the oonntry on both sides of it for a distance 
of about twenty milea can be acoarately 
mapped. 

Mr. Ogilvie's party coneiste of six men, 
all of whom are now engaged. Besides Mr. 
Ogilvie there are Adam Fawoett, D. L. S , 
Morey Ogilvie, A. A. McCoy, Walter E. 
Macdoaald .and F. Beabtie. Mr. Ogilvio 
has in fact retained most of she members of 
bis Taku expedition of last winter to 
accompany him on this occasion, ns be 
knows from many years' experience their 
eminent fitucsa for jusb such work aa is re- 
quired. It may be remarked that any 
applioations for positiona on the party will 
be naelaaa. Mr. Ogiivie makea thia state- 
ment to save himself tbe worry of refusing 
all who oome to see him on that errand, hia 
time lieing fully oocupied in preparing for 
the trip. Moreover, he aaya he can aaaure 
any who may ha disappointed in thia way 
that they will be loaing no fan.

Notably among the pas- 
sengers who went on to Vancouver 
in order to catch yesterday'" Atlantic ex- 
press was Hon. John W. Foster, ex seore- 
bary of sbate of the United States, whoso 
mission to the Orient has already been fully 
oxplained. His aeorotary, John P. Hender- 
son, and Hon. G. Cadogan were among 
the passengera who disembarked at Vic- 
toria, and are now guests at bhe Driard. 
The other passengers who landed here were 
Mrs. B. C. Urant, of Surrey, Eng. ; Mr. 
and Mrs. J. Lloyd Palm, of Hongkong, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Theodore. Hon. Mr. Cadogan 
is s. sen of K irl Cadogan, who Is now Lord- 
Lieutenant of Ireland, having been appoint- 
ed to that ponition on. the forma- 
tion of the new Salltbary government. 
Oa the voyage tho Cli!na made unusually 
fast time and, in fact, she could have been 
here sooner, bed it been desired Ib had 
been expected that Captain A B Whidden 
and the crew of tho lost aealor Rosie Olsen 
would have arrived on the steamship, hut 
the impossibility of this is oxplained in a 
letter which Mr. Alexander Munro received 
by the Empress of China.

Aa surmlsad, 
tho vessel was going to Hakodate according 
to arrangements, but tho cause of the mis- 
hap Capt. Whidden does not state. He 
mentions that part of the schooner's stores 
were saved. A survey was to have been 
held on the crafb bhe following day, June 17, 
bub the captain in his letter did not express 
himself ns >r. v. be her or not he had hopes of 
her br iii^ U lated. 

Japanese exchanges contain little interest- 
ing no h;S. The offioial Giz'tte annnuDcea 
that Bp to noon on Saturday laat, J. me 15, 
the to^l number of cholera oaaes and .deaths 
reported were 1,445 oases and 627 duaths. 

The papers refer gsnorally to tbe pro- 
posed increase of bhe Japanese navy, and 
one sayB : " Forty million yen are to be 
spent on four battle ships at ten million yen 
each ; sixty million yen for twenty cruisers, 
despatch boats, gunboats and torpedo gun- 
boats ; and twenty million yen for tho con- 
struction of additional naval stations. The 
reason moro small gunboats are wanted, is 
that they aro to be employed for the pro- 
tection of Japanese at Chinese ports, etc., 
to ba opened along the Yangt^s river, ac- 
cording to tbe provislona of the Sbimonoseki 
treaty." 

Another deapatoh aaya that the Japaneae 
had ooonpied Keelong, the Chinese soldiers 
killed nnmbering about 300.

A NE]y VIEW. 

The Montreal Gazette of the 2dth ult. 
ooDtaina a well oonaidored and oarefully 
wribtea article on the Manitoba school 
qaestion, in whiob it takes the ground that 
that question In its present phase is not 
what is ordinarily considered' a party ques 
tion. It evidently believes that it is a 
question on wbioh members of bath sides of 
the House oan vote aceordlng to their con- 
viotiions withoab the Government's being af- 
fected by the result one way or the other. 
After referring to the Jesuits Estate o&se 
and the New Brunswick sohool case, a rem 
edy for neither of which is provided by the 
Constitution, the Gazatte goes on to say : 

In the Manitoba case an entirely difier 
ent state of things is enoouniered. Parlia' 
ment hasjariadiobion. It may deoline to 
iatetlere mUh the provincial legislation in 
any way, or it m^y proceed to grant such 
redi'oRS bo the minority as is within its com- 
petence to give, and it is this distinction 
which places tho present qaestion in a 
wholly different category from those issues 
affeoting religions oonviotions and susoepci- 
bilities whioh have preceded It. The edu- 
cational clause of the Manitobii constitution 
has provided three modes of appeal uguinst 
legislation alTeotinif.any right or privilege 
whioh the Protestant or Roman Catholic 
minority enjoyed in respeob of education by 
law or praotico at tho union. The first mode 
is that of appeal to the courts. The legality 
of educational legislation of ths province 
can always be brought by ordinary 
process under review of the courts, 
when if declaied vlli-a vire.i 
the legislation falls to the ground, and the 
grievance is removed. If, on the other 
hand, provincial dohool legislation of an ob- 
jectionable character to the minority is up- 
held by the courts, an appeal to the Gov- 
ernor General-in-oouncil is provided, this 
tribunal being clothed with authority to 
'make an order upon the provincial authori- 
ties to right the wrong complained of. Both 
these remedies have been exhausted in the 
Manitoba case without avail. The courts 
upheld tho legality of tho aohool legislation 
of Manitoba, and the Manitoba Legislature 
has declined to give effaob to the remedial 
order of the Governor-in-oounoil. What, 
then, remains I Obviously, the third mode 
of remedy must be sought, namely, an ap- 
peal to the Parliament of Canada, tn 
which the conatituiion coinniiia the jaris- 
diotion. Now, In treating of an admit- 
tedly delicate and dillioulc subject of 
this choractor, it has never been con- 
templated itiat party political lines should 
govern. On iho contrary, it is ono 
of bfaoae queations upon wluuti meuibors will 
reaoh their coDoluaions and locord their 
votes without regard to ordinary parly 
affiliations. Nor does the constitution eeum 
to require in any way that tho tiilij-c! 
should be one of ministerial responsibility 
in tho ordinary interpretalldu and uppli- 
cation of that term. At any rate, it has not 
ao been regarded in the past in connection 
with Qognata aubjeots. At one stage of the 
New Brunswick soh'^nl lass, for instance, 
namely on May I4, 1873, the Government of 
tbe day was dufuated upon a resolution in- 
troduced by u private mnnjbar of the House, 
and opposed by tho ministry, yet Sir ijohn 
Macdonald did not deem tho ciruunistunco 
one calling for his resignation, and hu con- 
tinued to enjiiy the ouuti lunoe of Parlia- 
ment. And upon tho subject of iho enact- 
ment of a prohibitory liquor law, members 
of the Governiiiont huvo ropoalodly boon 
found votinj; on both sides of tho i|uestlon. 
It is arguable, therefore, that the iuiiiatlon 
of the next proceeding in tho Manitoba 
aohool case may tairly bo Utt to Purliainont 

Tho Gazotto is of opinion that Parliament 
should nob bo in a hurry In coming to a de- 
cision in the matter ; that every means of 
eettUng the difficulty should be exhausted 
before the Federal Legislature resorts to 
the extreme step of interfering with tho 
legislation of the Province, As tho subject 
is at this moment ono of surpassing Intorosb, 
ib will bo perhaps best toquote the remain- 
der of tho Gazette's article : 

Ib will bo admitted that tho reply of llio 
Manitoba Lfgislature to the remedial order 
is conoiiiatory in tone ; and, for another 
thing, that a satisfactory solution of tho 
difficulty can best be olluctod by the volun- 
tary aotloB of the provincial authorities to 
whom the oare of edaoation Is oommllted by 
the oonatitution. It aeems, then, to follow 
from those propositions that every efforb to 
redress the just grievances of the Roman 
Catholic minority by the Legislature whioh 
created those grievances ouijhb to be ex- 
hauated before legislation of doubtful utility 
and oertaln to cause proicogud liligation, 
bsildea aroasUig dangeroua passiooi, ia pro- 



ceeded with. A brief delay, during which 
further investigation into the actual state of 
education in Manitoba na it affects the miner- 
lly can be inatiinted, to enable Parliament to 
intelligently legislate upon the subject, 
would not, it seems to us, prejudice, bat, on 
the contrary, would promote the ultimate 
interests of the minority. The Manitoba 
Government has not shut tho door in tjho 
faoe of ooDoiliation and oompromise, Ib has 
rather held out the olive bronoh. If Par- 
liament sliould now reject the opportuaity 
of further oonferenoe, and should procoed 
bo impose upon Manitoba a school system 
nob presently oonourred In by the free will 
of bhe great tnajorlby of the people of that 
provinoe, the danger ia bo be apprehended 
that the Boman Catholic mioorlty will reap 
no praotiotl advantage from that oonrae, but 
rather snffer thereby. Time la the beat 
solvent of such queatlona aa this school 
difficulty. Precipitation is only too apt to 
provoke resentment and defeat its purpose. 

As the Gazntte ia believed to be in the 
oanfidenoe of the Qoveromenb, some will 
perhapa oonolade that the course outlined in 
the above article la tho one whioh the Gov- 
ernmenb proposes to pursue. Whether this 
la BO or not wo have not tho slightest idea ; 
but we do hope that, in the interests of the 
people of the whole DDminioB, the Govern- 
ment will act in this matter wibh the ub- 
moBb prudence. So far its action has, in 
our opinion, been fair to all concerned and 
most judicious, and wo trust tiit.1, in its 
further proceedings with regard to it wise 
and moderaln oeunsols will prevail. 



O AN ADA'S PROGRESS. 

A passage in the address of Mr. Hague, 
bhe very able general manager of the Mer- 
chants' Bank of Canada, shows very clearly 
the steady and subatautial progress that 
Canada has made during bhe last forty years, 
It must be remembered that this statement 
was nob made by a politician for a political 
purpose, but by one of tho most clear- 
headed and, politically speaking, one of the 
most unprejudiced finanoiera in the whole 
Dominion : 

In respect of progress, said Mr. Hague, 
there ia one department in which the coun- 
try is steadily gaining ground, and I think 
njthing demonstrates more plainly how 
steadily this country is Improving — and not 
retrograding — than the constant increase in 
the deposits made with tho banks and the 
government. 

When I flrati entered a bank in Canada in 
1856 the whole deposits of the oonntry were 

about 15,000,(XI0 

In 1878 these had increased to 89,000,000 

1890 210,000,000 

1891 230,000,000 

1892 and 1893 2.=i4.0CO,000 

1894 270.000,000 

These figures include, of course, the de- 
posits in loan companies and savings banks, 
both government and incorporated. Tho 
mercantile ioana and diaconnts of the banks 
have grown during tho same period from 
about $:!5,000,000 to §203,000,000 and de- 
nioustrate that the increase of deposits has 
not been the consequence of stagnation aud 
want of enterprise, but has been accompa- 
nied by an equal mercantile devolopmont. 

And furthbf, this steady and extraordi- 
nary rise in deposits and discounts has been 
accompauied by just as steady a develop- 
ment in the way of opening up lands, im- 
provement of farms, construction of rail- 
roads, pablioworks, devolopmont of shipping 
and navigation, improvement of harbors and 
lighting of our coasts, the growth of settle- 
ments into villages, and of vllUgea into 
towns, and of towns into ciblea ; all of 
whioh many of na here presenb have seen 
wibh onr own eyes. If this sbatemenb is 
nob enough to oonviooe the moab obatinate 
pessimist amongst us that the conntry 
steadily progresses, in spite of all drawbacks, 
he musb be hard to eonvioce. 

Any Canadian of Mr. Hague'a age, and 
who baa been favored with faoilitiea of ob- 
servation equal, or nearly equal, to bla, can- 
nob bub wobder at tho progress made by 
Canada in every direction since the days of 
his youth. And it la evident to everyone 
who is not wilfully blind that tho country ia 
still advancing. Frogreas is not so rapid as 
it was when bhe country was yoonger, but ib 
ia still going ahead at a most encouraging 
rate. Even during bhe late years of depres- 
sion, when to the superficial obierver every- 
thing appeared ab a standatill, a glance 
backward sbaws that sobatanbial progress 
has been made. 



AN UNPREJUDWBD OPINION. 

Principal Grant bus boon interviewed on 
the Manitoba School Question. He is a lib- 
eral minded and truly patriotic Canadian. 
He Is also a man of uncommon ability, who 

has an extensive knowledge of Canadian 
uifjiira. Thoroforo what ho says on -any 
Canadian ([uestion is well worth hearing. 
Speaking of the decision of tho Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council he said -. 

Their decision — looked at broadly — seems 
to me reaaonable from an E'aglishman'a or a 
Soocohaie.n'a point of view, though to Cana- 
dlana it aeema InoonaiateDb with their for- 
mer deciaion. For inatanoe, there have been 
national achoois in Scotland for centnries, 
but aide by side with them there are what 
wo would call separate schools, that is, 
S-ihools in which the secular branches ure 
ttiight, inspected and assisted under public 
control, and where in addition Roman Cath- 
olic or Preabyterian or Anglican religious 
instruction is given. Naturally ib would 
seem an easy matter to the Privy Council 
bhab the public aohool ayabem of Manitoba 
should be auppiemented In aome aaoh way. 

No one knows better than Prinoipal Grant 
tiiut uepuralo suhooia are looked upon with 
groat disfavor Ity very many in Canada, and 
that in tho donominution to wbioh ho be- 
longs are many of the most uncompromising 
opponenta of the denominational ayatem. 
The oonscioasness of this state of things, 
however, did not prevent his saying ; 

I am inclined to think that some Pro- 
tostianta lose their heads whenever they hear 
the term Separate Schools. They seem to 
think that theeo schools are Inconsistent 
with national unity, Bub suroly thoro is 
national unity in Britain. Tho faot Is, 
overything depends on what we mean by 
tho term Separate Schools. As they are to- 
day in Halifax, N. 8., in St. John, N. B , 
and what would have been the case In Oa- 
tarlo had not tho Legislature in Toronto 
mado questionable amondmenba to tho Con- 
fodorutioa pact, thoy are by no means a bad 
thing. Thoy uro along the line of tho 
British systom ; but Separate Sohoola con- 
trolled by the ohuroh, taught by non-oerti- 
fiovbed teaoheia, not inapeoted by indepen- 
dent tnapeoton and not using the.aame text 
hooka aa the other eohoola yet all the time 
paid bjr tlie State, are a bad tbing— bad for 



the community, and eapeclally bad for onr 
Roman Catholic fellow-oitizane. 

Ib would seem that tho Rev. Principal has 
in his mind some such settlement of the 
sohool question as has been indicated by 
both the Hon. Mr. Oaimet and Mr. Joseph 
Martin, although hia interview with a repre- 
sentative of the Toronto Globe preceded in 
point of time the utterance of tho Minister 
of Publlo Worki and that of the reprosento- 
tiva of Wionipeg in tho House of Commons. 
With respect to the merits of l:he question 
Itself and the moat judloioua way if settling 
it, Principii Grant duey nob seem to bo in 
doubt. Ho went on to say : 

It seeiuB to mo that the Roman CithoKcs 
of Manitoba havti a positive yriovancB, ai d 
one which oiiUld very easily be removed- In 
order to do thia ib is neoeaaary that we 
should know what tho exact amount of 
grievance ia. The Govcrnnient of Manitoba 
aay that there was nob available to Hia Ex- 
cellency in Council information on that 
point, and they offer to assisb in making a 
full invoatlgatlon. Why should the Uo- 
minion Government not embrace that offer 1 
They will put thomaelvea fatally in tho 
wrong if they deoline to do so. 

Then you think that the Ottawa Gov- 
ernment ahonld appoint a commiaaion of 
experta to make a thorough investigation '.' " 

Certainly ; it aeems to me the only 
reasonable thing to do Extreme men on 
one aide clamor for remedial legislation 
which will restore the system that prevailed 
from 1871 to 1890; extreme men on the 
other side deny that thoro is any grievance. 
In this state of matters huaty legislation is 
tho one thing to bo deprecated. Lot there 
bo investigation by a oompotent uommif!- 
sion, with recommendations as to tho beet 
way of remedying any grievance or making 
compensation for any iojustioo. That is the 
lino in which tho resolution of our General 
Assembly looks. It hopes that conference 
between tho Uominion and Provincial Gov- 
ernments will lead to a happy solution, and 
tho only way by whioh it ie to bo effected is 
along the line of a thorough investigation. 
Better to wait a year or two if necessary 
than to legislate in haste. 

It ia mote than probable bhab the " ex- 
treme men " of both sides will condemn 
Prinoipal Grant aa a trimmer or a time- 
server, but their dentmolation will not take 
from bis ftdvloe any of its virtue. The 
queation ia one Of very great difficulty, and 
the opinion aa to the best way bo sebtle It ( f 
able and disinterested men like Principal 
Grant, is well worth the serious and earnest 
oonsidoration of all who desire to see it dis- 
posed of hi>pplly and promptly. It is to bo 
feared that, if the extremists of either side 
have their way, a long and bitter agitation 
prejudicial to the beat intereat cf the country 
will eneue.

Pleasant Experiences of tlie Garrisou 
Aitillery on Tlielr Visit to 
tbe Terminal City. 

They Were Well Housed and Kindly 
Entertained and Beturued 
in Good Order. 

Tho three Victoria companloa of the 
Garrison Artillery returned yesterday 
morning from Vanoonver after partiolpating 
in the celebration of Dominion Day there. 
Tho Islander, tho special exouraion steamer 
on whioh they had made the round trip, 
arrived otX tho harbor shortly before aovon 
o'clock, and tho incoming Kmpreea of China 
being found at anchor tboro, Captain Irving 
treated bis paasengera to a fine view of tho 
Royal Mail ateamahip by running tho 
lalandor oloao by, the B. C. G. A. band on 
tho promenade dock tuning up in honor of 
the oocasion. A few minutes afterwards 
the excursionists were diaembarking at tho 
C. . P. N. wharf, whence they marched 
direct to tho drill hall. There Captain C. 
St. A. Pearso, who had been in command on 
tho crip, briefly addressed the men, express- 
ing bis satisfaction at the creditable manner 
In whioh they had conducted themaelvea 
both on and off parade during the two days' 
outing. 

lb waa about 10 o'clock on Sunday morn- 
ing when the Islander gob away from VIo- 
toria. having onboard about as many citizon 
oxcursioniata aa soldiers In uniform. The 
trip to Vancouver was leisurely made, and 
soon after 5 o'olock the Islander entered the 
harbor, shaping her course close by the 
Koyal Arthur and the other of H. M.'s war- 
ships thoro ab anchor, and steaming gaily 
past tho long wharf and back again, while 
the band on board played its gayoab music 
for tho edification of the thousands upon tho 
wharf who cheered a welcome to tho vieitoro. 
When a landing waa made, aovoral ropro- 
seutatlvca of the reception commlttoo and 
Major Townlay and other ofEoora of tho B. 
0. G. A, In Vancouver, expressed tho 
olBcial woloome, and the battalion 
started on the march through town. 
Sergeant Labranoho, of Vancouver, 
leading the way. Besides the fine 
brass band, there was a new musical or- 
ganf'/.Jktion on parado for the first time, thia 
being a fife and drum corps organizad by 
No, 3 Company, who were aooompaniod on 
this inaugural occasion by the big drummer 
and several other maaiclans of tho R.M.A. 
The new band proved a very valuable addi- 
tion to the musical resouroea of the bat- 
talion, and between tbe two the playing waa 
oontinnona from the wharf to tbe old mnsio 
ball forming Vanaonver's drill ball for the 
present. The men put up their arms there 
and proceeded next to the spacious sleeping 
quarters secured in a vacant hotel building 
a couple of blocks distant, At other hotels 
thoir moula had been arranged for, so that, 
they lacked nothing which tho thoughtful- 
nesa of thoir hosts could provide. All 
hands wore at liberty Sunday evening, and 
at 7:30 a.m. ou Monday paraded at 
the drill ball in preparation for 
tbe military oolebratlon of the day. No. 6 
company from Vancouver paraded ab the 
same time and place in good strength. 
No. -i, of r^ow Woatminator, was nob present, 
aa ainco tho roorganiz Jtion of a couple of 
montha ago thoro haa been unavoidable 
delay in isaulng tho uniforms, and drill haa 
not been resumed, Tno Vancouver band of 
tho battalion waa njassod with that from 
Victoria for the occasion. Bandmaster Finn 
having the direction of tho combination. 
Major Townley took command of the parade, 
and the four companies marched to the 
wharf, where ferry boats kindly provided 
by the oelebration committee were in wait- 
ing to oarry the soldiers across to Btookton 
Point, where the review grounds bad boon 
laid out. There Lient.-Col, Peters, D. A G , 
took over the command of the battalion for 
tho day. A battalion of seamen and oom- 
paniea of Royal Marine Artillery and Royal 
Marino Light Infantry wore already on tho 
ground.

orcisos. Before eleven o'olock tho order for 
tho homeward march was given, and with 
good roads and oontlnuous music the two 
miles and a half were pleasantly made, and 
after refreshments provided ab Iho drill 
hall tho men were relieved for the rost of the 
day. 

Tho viaUIng oiFioers were hospitably en- 
tertained at lunch by Major Townley and 
olHcors of the Vancouver company, there 
being also present His Worship Mayor Col- 
Una, of Vanoouver, and other mon)berB of 
the colohration oommittee. In the evening 
the rogiinontal band serenaded the Victoria 
officers ab tho Manor House, and Major 
Townley ab the roaidenco of his mothor, 
where a party wos In progress. 

At 11:30 tho three visiting companies 
paraded at tho drill hall, and to tho morrj 
muaio of tho two bands marched down to 
the Islander, being aooompaniod by a largo 
number of their Vancouver oomrudea and 
citizens generally, who gavo a hearty part- 
ing cheer aa the steamer moved off a few 
minutee after midnight.

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ORIENTAL NOTES. 

Japanese Aft aid of European Ck)nipll' 
cations— Continued Depres- 
sion Anticipated. 



Difficulties of Korean Question— Col- 
lapse of Formosan Bepnblic— 
Missionaries in Danger. 



ToKio, Japan, Juno 21 — Per ateamer Em- 
preas of China — The torpedo dofencea have 
been removed from YlBdivoatook harbor. 

The Cbl Li provinoes are enffaricg from a 
tle6 famine, and riota are foarod in Pekin 

The great merchant! ateainahip company 
of Japan, the Yueen Kaiaba, ia abaub to ea- 
tabliah a regular lino to Formosan porta. 

Li Hung Cbang'a eon resigned ail his of- 
fioea on hia return from Formoaa to Shnug- 
hai, and retired to hia native provinoe. 

ChineflO reaidonta aro alowly returning to 
Japan. Tho total number ou May 1 was 
2.,S91, ot wnom more than one half wore in 
Yokohama. 

Tho 34fa of the United States ship Onoida, 
sunk twenty dvo years ago in Yokohama 
harbor, has been recovered by divers. Gold 
and silver to the amount of $3,500 were 
found. 

Tho ahipa of war oaptured by Japan have 
been partially repaired at Port Arthur, and 
will all be brought over to Japunoae dock- 
yards before the end of June. Renewed 
elforts will be made to raise the Ting Yuen 
from the bottom of the Wei hai-wei harbor. 

The northern porta of Formoau are quiet, 
but the Chineae " black flags " are threaten- 
ing Taiwan, the former capital, on the 
western ooaat, and foreign residents are 
flying to ships in the harbor. A Jap'>neee 
force is rapidly proceeding to the icene. 

General John W. Foster received extra- 
ordinary attentions in Japan during his 
brief stay. Tho oonfidenco in which ho is 
held by the Chinese is attested by thuir pro- 
posal to intrust their foreign atlaira perman- 
ently to hia guidance. 

The Emperor of China has again ofl'endod 
Japan by cliioially acknowledging tho aor- 
vioea of Franco and Russia in proventioR 
the oeaaion of the Manohurian provinoe. 
The Pekin government haa alao aflronted 
the now Japaneeo envoy by proposing, be- 
fore hia arrival in China, that he shall not 
proceed to the capital until after ho hae 
settled with Li Hung Chang, at Tientsin, 
the question of giving back the nnolaimed 
territory. The Japanese government haa 
answered that no buaineaa of any aort will 
be transacted out of the diplomatic order, 
or before tho legations are re-opened at 
Pekin and Tokio. 

The faroe of a Formosan republic came 
to an end as soon aa the Japanese troopa 
landed on that laiand. The self-atylod 
president. Tang, fled from the capital and 
reached Shanghai. He waa pursued by 
Chinese troopa demanding the pay of which 
they had been defrauded. Aa he had been 
believed to have taken refuge on a abip fly- 
ing the German flag, the disappointed Chi- 
neae Bant a few shots from their'forta prs- 
mlaoaonaiy Into Keelang harbor ; in response 
to which a German gunboat bombarded the 
fortg. The Japanese imperial guard took 
poaaeBsion of the northern seaporta early iu 
Jane, and on the aerenth occupied Taipeh, 
the capital of the republic, which had been 
almost completely destroyed by Chinese 
plunderers. Evidences of communication 
were found, however, between Tang and the 
Viceroy at Nanking, ahowing that the at- 
tempt to roaiat tho Japanese waa instigated 
by high provincial officials, and probably 
snoouraged by members of the Taung 11 
Yamen. 

The majority of Japaneae people refuse to 
accept the Government'a aesurauco that no 
European complioationa now threaten tho 
peace of tho empire, and buainesa remuina 
aa stagnant as during the last weeks of the 
war. By many financial authorities it is 
apprehended that tho doproasion may con- 
tinue until after the payment of the tirat 
Chineeo indemnity inatalmont. MInistora 
of atate, howover, hope that conSdenco will 
fae| restored before the meeting of" parlia- 
ment in November affords opportunity for 
an Bggreasive combination of the hoatile 
potitioal faotiona. Count Ito aeetna re- 
aolved to oling to oiBce aa long as hia poai* 
tion remains tenable, and a premature an- 
nannoemoot of diaaolntlon might provoke 
agitatiooa which the present adminlatration 
ia not strong enough to deal with. 

It ia felt by all that the impending 
chaogea mast be cautioualy and diacreetly 
arranged, and no pretext for domeatio dis- 
ordera be allowed to appear. liut it is by 
no moana certain that the programme can 
be carried out as designed, 

Tho Korean quoHtion presents more diffi 
cuUioa than the Government can readily 
dlapoee of. Count loouye ia believed to 
have entirely abandoned the task of regu- 
lating that troubleaome monarchy, which ia 
rapidly giving itself up to Ruaaian in- 
fluoncea. If tho loab ground la to bo recov- 
ered it must bo by methoda totally different 
to thoao which Inouye employed, and it ia 
even doubtful if the Koreana will now yield 
to any courae of treatment prescribed by 
Japan. Tho Queen controls the political 
situation at Seoul, and her hatred of the 
Jtip .neae is undisguised. Tho King has 
iasuFd u proclamation authorizing an annual 
festival on May 8, the day when the inde- 
pendence of hia country waa nominally 
gaaranteed by the exchange of the ratified 
treatiea between Japan and China, and hae 
aent a measage of thanks for the eiforte of 
the former empire iu behalf of Korean 
autonomy. But neither the King's uotions 
Eor uttorancea have the slightest weight in 
dotcriiiiniDg the course ol public uiTalra. 
Unloaa Jupau ia prepared to acquiesce in 
Ruesip.'a anrioitious aobemes In the penin- 
sula, eho must declare her Intentions without 
further delay. 

Anti-foroign domoDstrationa iro reported 
in all piirts of ir7,a Cliuan province, and are 
eztanding to other intorior regions. A gen- 
eral oonsplracy under llio direction of Vice- 
roy Liu is approhonded. Ko direct news 
can bo obtained from tho imprisoned mis- 
sionaries, but tho Pekin authorities aasert 
that their lives are nob in danger. Gun- 
boats are pushing up the Yangtso river to 
the scene of the disorder. The anti-mis 
aionary riots in Szechuan province occupy 
the excluaive attention of foreigners iu 
China. Many deaths are reported, ohitfly 
among native Roman Catholios, and I ho loss 
of property is estimated at $5,000,000 in the 
city of Cheng To alone. The French mis- 
sion at thia plaoa waa eatabliahed one hun- 
dred and fifty yeara ago, and claimed thirty 
thouaand oonverta. The fourProteatant in- 
etitutiona were of modern origin. All have 
been deetroyed, and their oooopauta, in- 
cluding aeveral ladlea, are aald to bo in ex- 
treme danger. The French envoy profeaaea 
to have absolute proof that the outbreak 
waa directly instigated by the Chuan 
viceroy, Liu Ping Chang, who has been im- 
placably hostilo to foreigners during hia 
nine years of vice-regal power. His term of 
office ia just about to oxpiro, and ho has 
aimed to oloeo hia career with a crushing 
blow agalnab tho objeoba of hia hatred. 
Copies of doouments signed liy him, and 
calling npon hia aubordlnate offiolala to 
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unite in tho work of extirpating the mla* 
ilonarioi', have been discovered land sent to 
the diplomatic body at the capital. Tha re- 
asBurlog atatemente of the oentral govern- 
ment aro therefore received with Buapicioo, 
rapooially na no commnnioition with the 
piiaible victims can he opened. Teifgrau a 
aent 10 Ctieng Tu by their friemla rtmuined 
uniiuaweri d up to Juno 9
